Thanks  for  taking  time  to  attend  the  conference  on  the 
Massachusetts  economy  that  Governor  Weld  and  I  hosted  on  the 
28th. 

I  know  how  difficult  it  is  right  now  to  take  productive 
time  away  from  the  office.   However,  at  least  from  my  vantage 
point,  the  conference  was  an  important  new  beginning  for  our 
state. 

We  were  able  to  bring  together  Republican  and  Democrat, 
businessman  and  government  official,  and  I  believe  had  a  healthy 
exploration  of  a  number  of  problems. 

Your  presence  and  active  participation  helped  make  the 
conference  a  real  success.   We  are  now  continuing  the  process  of 
further  defining  responses  to  the  problems  identified.   As  an 
outgrowth  of  the  conference,  the  delegation  followed  up  on  my 
invitation  to  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Brady,  in  a  letter  I 
enclose.   In  addition,  I  met  this  week  with  Assistant  Secretary 
Glauber  and  with  Secretary  Dan  Gregory  to  map  out  a  strategy  for 
responding  to  the  credit  crunch.   I  believe  we  are  making 
progress . 

My  staff  is  currently  working  with  Governor  Weld's  staff  to 
put  together  a  report  on  the  conference,  which  I  will  forward  to 
you  as  soon  as  it  is  available.   In  the  meantime,  I  would  very 
much  appreciate  receiving  from  you  any  additional  ideas  you  may 
have  about  where  the  federal  government  might  be  of  especial  help 
to  your  industry,  and  to  the  state's  economy  generally. 

Please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  me,  or  my  staff,  for  your 
advice  or  ideas  about  the  steps  we  need  to  take  from  here. 
Again,  I  thank  you  for  your  participation  in  the  conference,  and 
look  forward  to  working  with  you  on  a  continuing  basis  as  we  work 
to  revitalize  our  economy.

This  letter  is  to  follow  up  on  the  willingness  you  expressed 
last  week  to  meet  with  the  New  England  congressional  delegation 
to  discuss  the  region's  credit  crunch  and  possible  solutions.   We 
believe  such  a  meeting  could  help  devise  solutions  that  would 
strengthen  the  New  England  economy  and,  in  turn,  the  Bank 
Insurance  Fund. 

Last  Wednesday,  January  23rd,  the  New  England  Council 
sponsored  a  briefing  for  members  of  the  New  England  congressional 
delegation  on  this  subject.  At  the  briefing,  members  listened  to 
representatives  from  New  England's  business  and  banking 
communities  describe  the  deepening  recession  and  the  lack  of 
available  credit. 

Among  the  alarming  data  were  the  following: 

*  In  the  past  2  years,  New  England  has  lost  254,000 
jobs,  a  decline  of  4  percent.   These  lost  jobs  account  for 
20%  of  all  jobs  lost  in  the  United  States  during  this  period, 
although  New  England  only  accounts  for  5  percent  of  the 
Nation's  population. 

*  Business  failures  increased  by  193  percent  in  New 
England  in  1990,  compared  to  14.5  percent  nationwide.^5-! 

*  The  Consumer  Confidence  Index  in  New  England 
plunged  to  the  lowest  level  ever  recorded  for  any  area.. 

*  An  October,  1991  survey  by  the  Connecticut  Business 
and  Industry  Association  of  its  members  revealed  that  29 
percent  of  the  respondents  said  they  had  been  turned  down  for 
a  loan  during  the  last  six  months;  more  than  10  percent  had  a 
loan  called;  and  fully  96  percent  believed  there  was  a  credit 
availability  problem  today. 

As  you  can  see,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  problems  are  severe  and  we 
believe  an  immediate  solution  is  required  if  we  are  to  avoid  a 
downward  economic  spiral  so  severe  that  the  Bank  Insurance  Fund 
will  be  saddled  with  serious  iosses.  We  belive  prompt  action  can 
avoid  such  a  result.

Over  the  past  few  weeks,  a  series  of  proposals  that  could  be 
implemented  under  existing  law  have  been  put  on  the  table.   They 
involve  different  procedures  to  infuse  capital  into  viable 
depository  institutions,  as  determined  by  the  appropriate  federal 
regulators,  through  open  bank  assistance  and  some  changes  in 
regulatory  accounting,  such  as  the  bifurcation  of • loans  into  good 
and  bad  portions,  to  reflect  more  accurately  the  financial 
position  of  depository  institutions. 

Clearly,  any  system  of  open  bank  assistance  must  contain 
procedures  to  assure  that  careful  choices  are  made  as  to  whiah 
banks  to  help.   Among  the  suggested  criteria  for  qualifying  are 
that  an  institution  be  able  to  demonstrate  that  it  has  adequate 
liquidity,  that  it  has  a  reasonable  probability  of  returning  to 
profitability,  that  it  possesses  the  management  capability  to  do 
the  job,  and  that  it  has  the  ability  to  attract  private  capital 
within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

in  addition,  there  would  clearly  have  to  be  restrictions  on 
the  activities  of  those  institutions  chosen  for  assistance. 
Among  the  restrictions  that  have  been  discussed  are  limits  on  the 
interest  rates  that  can  be  offered  to  attract  depositors,  limits 
on  dividends,  restrictions  on  management  remuneration  and  some 
dilution  of  the  shareholder ' s  equity,  as  well  as  restrictions  on 
asset  growth  and  quality.   Finally,  of  course,  there  should  be 
regular  supervisory  examinations  of  all  participating 
institutions. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  ideas  that  have  been  discussed. 
Members  of  the  Administration  have  been  very  cooperative  in 
meeting  with  New  England  officials  to  discuss  these  problems  and 
undoubtedly  have  reached  some  conclusions  as  to  how  to  resolve 
them.   We  will  be  prepared  to  discuss  different  proposals  in 
depth  and  we  look  forward  to  hearing  the  Administration's  ideas 
for  addressing  these  issues. 

As  we  indicated  earlier,  time  is  of  the  essence.   We  lieiieve 
this  is  a  matter  of  great  urgency.   Therefore,  we  would  request 
that  the  meeting  take  place  before  the  beginning  of  the  Congress' 
Presidents'  Day  recess.

Dear  Governor  Weld: 

I  am  writing  on  behalf  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO 
Council  to  protest,  in  the  strongest  possible  terms, 
your  Administration's  decision  to  eliminate  the  AFL- 
CIO/EOL/Dislocated  Worker  Program  (DWP) .  This 
important  program  -  Organized  Labor's  voice  -and  the 
unemployed  working  families  of  this  state,  deserve 
more  respect  from  their  elected  officials. 

The  Dislocated  Worker  Program,  centered  in  the 
Executive  Office  of  Labor,  has  since  1983  been  an 
effective  link  between  unions,  displaced  workers  and 
state  services.  The  relatively  small  staff  and 
budget  worked  diligently  to  develop  an  early  warning 
system  for  plant  closings  and  an  information  network 
with  on-site  union  officials.  As  worker  advocates  in 
closings,  the  DWP  managers  provide  the  workforce  with 
an  informed  voice  on  retraining  and  services.  All 
that  will  be  lost  by  this  short-sighted  cut  at  a  time 
when  unemployment  has  risen  to  8.6%. 

The  decision  to  cut  DWP  was  made  without  consultation 
with  Organized  Labor.   In  fact,  it  was  made  without 
the  courtesy  of  a  phone  call  to  evaluate  the  program, 
leaving  our  Council  to  speculate  as  to  the  political 
nature  of  the  action. 

The  Commonwealth  will  receive  additional  Job  Training 
Partnership  Act  Title  III  Dislocated  Worker  funds 
from  the  federal  government  next  fiscal  year.   That

funding  and  the  program  it  operates  require  the  involvement  of 
the  union  movement.  Why  an  Administration  that  espouses  a  theory 
of  entrepreneurial  government  would  eliminate  those  close  to  the 
workforce  and  their  training  needs  is  a  puzzle.  The  DWP  was  in  a 
unique  position  of  creditability  with  both  unions  and  state 
agencies. 

Dislocated  workers  and  their  families,  among  the  most  financially 
hard-hit  in  our  state,  have  lost  a  valuable  service.  Your 
Administration  has  shown  a  lack  of  compassion  for  its  citizens 
and  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the  Employment  and  Training 
System. 

I  urge  you  to  reconsider  the  elimination  of  the  AFL-CIO/EOL 
Dislocated  Worker  Program  and  return  funds  for  this  important 
service.  It  is  both  a  fair  and  effective  course  that  deserves 
your  review. 

I  look  forward  to  hearing  from  you  on  this  important  Labor  issue.

Cutting  construction  peoples'  wages  whether  they  be  organized  or 
unorganized  under  the  guise  of  saving  money  for  the  Commonwealth  is  an  outrage. 
Wages  are  but  a  small  piece  of  the  mosiac  of  construction  costs.    If  it  was 
not  clear  before,  it  is  sure  as  hell  clear  now.   If  we  were  to  cut  the  construction 
workers'  wages  in  half  tomorrow,  it  would  not  create  five  cents  worth  of  work. 
Again,  the  disaster  now  taking  place  in  the  construction  industry  is  not  a  result 
of  construction  workers'  wages.   Banks  are  not  in  trouble  because  bricklayers 
make  too  much  money. 

A  philosphical  disucssion  of  wages  is  not  new.   Steven  Tocco,  who 
prides  himself  on  the  years  he  spent  in  the  construction  industry  with  the 
Associated  Builders  &  Contractors  Association  had  to  have  fallen  out  of  a  pear 
tree  not  to  know  that  the  issue  in  Question  2  of  1988  was  not  one  of  wages. 
It  was  an  effort  to  destroy  the  collective  bargaining  process  -  unions  - 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Therein  lies  the  rub  of  appointing  Steve  Tocco  to  a  policy  position  in 
the  Corner  Office. 

The  collective  bargaining  process  -  unions  -  is  a  force  for  good  in  the  life 
of  this  State.   Beyond  the  ability  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  for  working 
people,  provide  Health  &  Welfare  coverage  not  a  simple  chore  these  days,  it 
has  created  a  significant  economic  stabilizer  not  only  to  this  State  but  for 
the  country  as  well  -  penison  funds. 

We  in  the  labor  movement  in  Massachusetts  are  proud  of  our  accomplishments. 
Therefore,  we  are  outraged  that  Steven  Tocco  and  his  philosphy  limited  to  the 
destruction  of  unions  is  now  a  policy  maker  for  the  Weld  Administration.   What 
the  hell  kind  of  a  mandate  is  that?

We  are  writing  to  you  to  urge  you  to  endorse  and  participate  in  the 
January  26  March  on  Washington  for  No  War  in  the  Middie  East,  Bring  the 
Troops  Home  Now  and  Money  for  Human  Needs. 

On  December  1  in  Boston,  10,000  strong  from  around  New  England  marched 
to  Stop  the  War  Before  it  Starts  sponsored  by  the  Emergency  Coalition  for 
Peace,  Justice  and  Non  Intervention  in  the  Middle  East.  That  same  day,  the 
national  March  on  Washington  on  January  26  was  called  by  the  National  Campaign 
for  Peace  in  the  Middle  East. 

President  Bush's  relentless  drive  toward  war  has  alarmed  and  activated 
working  people  everywhere  across  the  country  to  fight  to  avert  this  potential 
catastrophe.  Labor  has  a  huge  stake  in  this  urgent  effort  since  it  is  we  and 
our  families  who  are  being  called  upon  to  fight  in  this  war.  We  in  the  labor 
movement  have  been  the  target  of  more  than  a  decade  of  attacks  against  working 
people  in  the  U.S.  We  should  not  now  have  to  sacrifice  our  sons  and  daughters 
for  the  same  people  who  have  been  attempting  to  bust  our  unions  and  driving  down 
our  standard  of  living.  And  you  can  bet  that  the  employers  will  use  the 
threat  of  war  to  deny  wage  increases  and  to  prevent  us  from  fighting  for 
better  working  conditions. 

We  need  to  now  (1)  bring  resolutions  before  our  executive  boards  and 
local  unions  to  endorse  the  January  26  march  and  (2)  organize  our  participation 
in  the  January  protest.  Our  goal  is  to  have  as  many  organized  labor  con- 
tingents in  Washington  as  possible.  The  labor  task  force  of  the  Emergency 
Coalition  will  be  contacting  you  about  plans  for  transportation  to  Washington. 
The  task  force  would  also  be  happy  to  send  a  representative  to  speak  before 
your  executive  boards  or  local  unions  to  give  more  information. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  more  vital  effort  than  this  one  at 
this  time.  As  Daniel  Ellsberg  said  at  the  December  1  rally,  "We  have  45 
days  to  stop  this  war.  That's  time  enough.  .  .  .  That's  our  job.  Let's 
get  down  to  it."

The  Bush  Administration's  unprecedented  military  build  up  is  bringing  the  country  closer  with  each  passing 
day  to  a  disastrous  war  which  will  certainly  mean  massive  destruction  and  deaths.

August  fi,  1990;  President  Bush  com- 
mits U.S.  troops  to  the  Middle  East  and 
calls  for  sanctions  against  Iraq. 

August  9:  Anti-war  activists  organize 
protests  in  New  York,  San  Francisco, 
Detroit.  Rochester,  Boston.  Washington 
D.C.,  Cleveland,  and  Minneapolis. 

August  15:  Coalition  to  Stop  U.S.  In- 
tervention in  the  Middle  East  initiated 
with  a  call  for  a  pnhlic  meeting  to  "Bring 
the  Troops  Home  Now." 

September  13:  An  overflow  crowd  of 
several  thousand  in  INYCs  Cooper  Union 
Great  Hall  kicked  off  the  new  movement 
against  U.S.  war,  sanctions  and  military, 
in  the  Middle  East.  The  rally  called  for 
national  and  international  protests  on 
October  20. 

October  20:  Tens  of  thousands  heeded 
the  call  of  the  Coalition  to  Stop  U.S. 
Intervention  in  the  Middle  East  and 
marched  in  cities  nationwide  and  interna- 
tionally. In  the  U.S.,  20,000  marched  in 
New  York  City;  8,000  in  San  Francisco; 
500  in  Los  Angeles;  1 ,000  in  Seattle  and 
250  in  nearby  Olympia;  1200  in  Boston; 
200  inAtIanta;300  in  Cleveland; 2 00  in 
Cincinnati;  250  in  Dallas;  250  in  Hous- 
ton; 400  in  Detroit;  300  in  Indianapolis; 
400  in  Minneapolis;  and  hundreds  more 
in  Albuquerque,  Tucson,  Birmingham, 
Portland,  San  Diego,  New  Orleans,  Ho- 
nolulu, Milwaukee,  Madison,  Nashville 
(on  10/14)  and  in  a  number  of  other 
cities.  Internationally,  there  were  Octo- 
ber 20th  demonstrations  in  Japan, 
France,  Australia,  Canada,  England, 
Sweden,  and  U.S.  occupied  Panama.  A 
call  for  nationally  coordinated  actions 
around  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King's  Birth- 
day was  made  at  the  New  York  City  rally

Clark,  former  U.S.  attorney  general. 

November  8:  President  Bush  commit- 
ted over  1  50,000  more  U.S.  troops  l<>  the 
Middle  East.  Shortly  thereafter  the  Coali- 
tion to  Stop  U.S.  Intervention  in  the  Mid- 
dle East  issued  an  urgent  call  for  a  na- 
tional protest  in  Washington.  D.C.  on 
January  19,  1991. 

November  21:  "No  Thanks'"  Thanks- 
giving eve  rallies  were  held  in  New  York 
City,  San  Francisco  and  Cleveland 
against  Bush's  war  at  home  against  work- 
ing and  poor  people  and  his  war  against 
Iraq.  The  rallies  in  NYC  and  San  Fran- 
cisco marched  in  solidarity  to  striking 
Greyhound  picket  lines. 

November  28:  Press  conference  at  the 
U.N.  was  called  by  the  Coalition  to  Stop 
U.S.  Intervention  in  the  Middle  East  to 
urge  against  the  passage  of  a  military 
resolution.  Speakers  included:  Bishop 
Thomas  Gumbleton,  Bishop  Paid  Moore, 
Reverend  Lucius  Walker,  Ramsey  Clark 
and  Job  Mashiriki  of  Black  Vets  for  So- 
cial Justice.  A  statement  signed  by  eight 
bishops  and  prominent  individuals  in  the 
peace,  civil  rights  and  non-intervention 
movements  was  delivered  to  the  offices  of 
several  countries  on  the  security  council. 
November  28:  An  emergency  demon- 
stration in  support  of  Haitian  military 
resister  Ronald  Jean-Baptiste  was  organ- 
ized by  Ben  Dupuy  from  Haiti  Progres, 
Black  Vets  for  Social  Justice  and  the 
Coalition. 

December  9  :  Stop  the  War  Now  was 
the  message  sent  to  the  warmakers,  Bush. 
Powell  and  Sununu,  by  a  rally  of  over 
5000  activists  at  the  Waldorf  Astoria 
Hotel  in  New  York  City.

January  19th  was  chosen  because  it 
coincides  with  the  Bush-imposed  date  for 
war  and  the  international  commemora- 
tion of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  Kings  birth- 
day. The  date  also  has  political  signifi- 
cance because  it  is  the  week-end  before 
the  opening  session  of  Congress  and 
Bush's  state  of  the  union  address. 

It  is  ironic,  compounding  the  tragedy, 
for  the  Bush  administration  to  set  Martin 
Luther  Kings  birthday,  January  15,  as 
the  deadline  for  ivar.     Dr.  King,  with 


characteristic  courage,  powerfully  dis- 
tinguished himself  as  an  international 
human  rights  leader  in  1967  when  he 
spoke  out  in  opposition  to  the  U.S.  war  in 
Vietnam. 

If  Dr.  King  were  alive  today,  he  would 
be  leading  the  movement  against  Bush  s 
war  and  forging  the  crucial  links  be- 
tween the  struggle  against  racism  and 
economic  injustice  at  home  with  the 
struggle  against  militarism,  war  and 
death  motivated  by  profit  and  greed. 

The  U.S.  troops  who  will  be  the  first  to 
die  in  Saudi  Arabia  are  disproportion- 
ately Black  and  Latin.  Not  only  will  there 
be  a  tremendous  loss  of  life,  but  it  is  the 


communities  from  which  these  troops  come 
that  wiU  pay  the  greatest  economic  price 
for  this  war. 

Over  $100  million  is  taken  each  day 
from  communities  across  this  country  to 
pay  for  this  war  to  secure  U.S.  imperial 
dominion  in  the  region  and  over  its  oil 
resources.  This  massive  spending  of  our 
tax  dollars  comes  at  a  time  when  unions 
are  under  attack  and  tens  of  thousands  of 
workers  are  being  laid  off.  It  comes  at  a 
time  when  students  are  told  there  is  less 
money  for  education  and  seniors  and  peo- 
ple with  AIDS  cannot  afford  decent 
healthcare.  Millions  are  homeless — many 
who  are  children  and  Vietnam  veterans —
